Good morning Officer Solorio, 


Last Friday around 1:00 pm, Bob from homeless encampment moved a tent to Parkview's corner parkway on Giendale/Montrose. He 
had tape measure and, and has come across the street several time last week to measure parkway/ sidewalk. The following is the 
account: 


Anthony confronted Bob by asking him to remove tent from property. Fie then became hostile with Anthony and other 
Dominque. A few minutes later the security guard came for rounds and attempted to get Bob to move belongings, he refused 
and became hostile to guard. Police were called and responded in twenty-minutes. Anthony, security guard, and I met with 
police on the comer. Bob goes into foul-mouthed rage on us, spit on female police officer and then he is cuffed. Officer 
Solorio was not with us, he was called, but off on Friday.

Good morning Officer Solorio, 

Last Friday around 1:00 pm. Bob from homeless encampment moved a tent to Parkview's corner parkway on Glendale/Montrose. 
He had tape measure and, and has come across the street several time last week to measure parkway/ sidewalk. The following is 
the account: 

Anthony confronted Bob by asking him to remove tent from property. He then became hostile with Anthony and other Dominque. 
A few minutes later the security guard came for rounds and attempted to get Bob to move belongings, he refused and became 
hostile to guard. Police were called and responded in twenty-minutes. Anthony, security guard, and I met with police on the 
corner. Bob goes into foul-mouthed rage on us, spit on female police officer and then he is cuffed. Officer Solorio was not with us, 
he was called, but off on Friday. LAPD backed down from a full sweep as promised last Friday. (About ten blue tents remain with 
homeless activists sympathetically milking media outlets stating, "Echo Park is our park and we will not go!") Two officer's stated 
that they would not make man remove tent or belongings, because they were afraid doing so would cause them to lose their jobs. 

Sgt. Kim showed up and was hesitant to do anything. Bob threaten to "kick my ass" and called a female resident a "fxxxing bitch 
and was going to kick her ass." Bob as also shouting, "you want war, we will give you war." Sgt. Kim's response was to contact CD13 
and place a fence around property, and could do nothing about threats. Not the answer the answers needed ! We would have 
hoped LAPD/Citv wouldn’t allow an encampment to be established on parkway, at the front door of a senior living center 
per the assurances given in the community meeting on Jan 23- . 

While Bob was cuffed, he was shouting how Solorio was his hero and understands. While you are trying to mediate between both 
sides. You need to encourage lawbreakers to tone it down. These tent activists in the NE corner of park have increasingly become 
more vocal by cursing and harassing tenants while they are on their balconies. This needs to stop! Residents are fearful to even go 
out or walk outside! 


WE have not gone to the media as Mitch's suggested. WE have tried to keep low-key. However, contacting media remains on the 
table with a full orchestrated blitz that will show a different story. A story of how seniors, cancer patients, and wounded veterans 
lives and health are being threaten by lawbreakers. 

I would appreciate a call so we could discuss further LAPD's appropriate course of action.

Good morning Officer Solorio, 


Last Friday around 1:00 pm. Bob from homeless encampment moved a tent to Parkview's corner parkway on Giendale/Montrose. 
He had tape measure and, and has come across the street several time last week to measure parkway/ sidewalk. The following is 
the account: 


Anthony confronted Bob by asking him to remove tent from property. He then became hostile with Anthony and other 
Dominque. A few minutes later the security guard came for rounds and attempted to get Bob to move belongings, he 
refused and became hostile to guard. Police were called and responded in twenty-minutes. Anthony, security guard, and 
T met with police on the comer. Bob goes into foul-mouthed rage on us, spit on female police officer and then he is 
cuffed. Officer Solorio was not with us, he was called, but off on Friday. LAPD backed down from a full sweep as 
promised last Friday. (About ten blue tents remain with homeless activists sympathetically milking media outlets stating, 
"Echo Park is our park and we will not go!") Two officer's stated that they would not make man remove tent or 
belongings, because they were afraid doing so would cause them to lose their jobs. 


Sgt. Kim showed up and was hesitant to do anything. Bob threaten to "kick my ass" and called a female resident a "fxxxing bitch and 
was going to kick her ass." Bob as also shouting, "you want war, we will give you war." Sgt. Kim's response was to contact CD13 
and place a fence around property, and could do nothing about threats. Not the answer the answers needed ! We would have 
hoped LAPD/Citv wouldn’t allow an encampment to be established on parkway, at the front door of a senior living 
center per the assurances given in the community meeting on Jan 23- . 



While Bob was cuffed, he was shouting how Solorio was his hero and understands. While you are trying to mediate between both 
sides. You need to encourage lawbreakers to tone it down. These tent activists in the NE corner of park have increasingly become 
more vocal by cursing and harassing tenants while they are on their balconies. This needs to stop! Residents are fearful to even go 
out or walk outside! 


WE have not gone to the media as Mitch's suggested. WE have tried to keep low-key. However, contacting media remains on the 
table with a full orchestrated blitz that will show a different story. A story of how seniors, cancer patients, and wounded veterans 
lives and health are being threaten by lawbreakers. 


I would appreciate a call so we could discuss further LAPD's appropriate course of action.

Dear Juan, 

As you may remember, I live across the street from the beautiful Echo 
Park Lake. Walking onto the balcony of my apartment and seeing the 
park was the deciding factor in my decision to move from VA into 600 
square feet to be near my daughter, Sarah and grandson, Rio. On most 
days now, what I would see are several tents making this area become 
tent city. Thankfully today the park has moved them out! 

Please use your influence with the park and police department to 
encourage a daily search and remove until they stay away. In the past 
when a park "sweep" has happened the homeless return the next day. 

As we expressed in our building meeting with you, we have concerns for 
our health and safety. We are concerned for the sanitation in the park 
not only for us but for children and families who use the park. There 
is concern for drug, disease and rodent spread happening in the 
homeless camps. 

We are also concerned for our safety! At least three residents have 
been accosted in the park or scared walking down our sidewalk. Just 
last week I was approached, by an elderly man who clearly has mental 
issues, while walking on Sunset. There is a huge need for different 
policies dealing with the mentally ill. Of course they will not agree 
to the help they desperately need. 

There are financial considerations to consider as well. Millions were 
spent to renew and beautify the park. The city worked with Four Square 
to build this lovely building where senior citizens may afford to 
live. Our apartments are staying vacant longer because prospective 
renters see the homeless across the street. Some of us fear the new 
leadership of Four Square may become discouraged and sell this lovely 
home for active senior citizens because of the renting challenges and 
cost of damages caused by the homeless. We want to continue living 
here...a place we can call home that we can afford. 

Please understand, we have compassion for the needy and the homeless. 

Parkview supports Laundry Love by volunteering every month and raising 
funds by recycling. We want to be part of a greater solution. We 
simply do not think homeless tents in the park are part of that 
greater solution. 

Thanks for your continued work for a more speedy solution to this 
enormous challenge.

Dear Councilman Mitch O’Farrell, 

Since Proposition HH was approved two years ago, there is no evidence of accommodations provided for my neighbors 
who have no homes. I live in the Parkview Living Senior Community across from Echo Park. The struggle of those 
without permanent housing is evident as I witness their efforts to survive with dignity. Again, the Park rangers and Park 
and Recreation Department evicted a homeless encampment from the meadow at the comer of Glendale and Park 
Avenue. 

While Echo Park is a public space for all Angelinos, it was never intended to be a campground for die destitute populace. I 
am empathetic to their plight and have no objection to their presence. 

Where else can they be provided with temporary or permanent housing? It’s my understanding that Councilman Huzar’s 
District has already secured City property and currently operates a site of 5 trailers for toilets, showers and laundry 
facilities including a security system.

Good morning Officer Solorio, 


Last Friday around 1:00 pm. Bob from homeless encampment moved a tent to Parkview's corner parkway on Glendale/Montrose. 
He had tape measure and, and has come across the street several time last week to measure parkway/ sidewalk. The following is 
the account: 


Anthony confronted Bob by asking him to remove tent from property. He then became hostile with Anthony and other 
Dominque. A few minutes later the security guard came for rounds and attempted to get Bob to move belongings, he 
refused and became hostile to guard. Police were called and responded in twenty-minutes. Anthony, security guard, and 
I met with police on the corner. Bob goes into foul-mouthed rage on us, spit on female police officer and then he is 
cuffed. Officer Solorio was not with us, he was called, but off on Friday. LAPD backed down from a full sweep as 
promised last Friday. (About ten blue tents remain with homeless activists sympathetically milking media outlets stating, 
"Echo Park is our park and we will not go!") Two officer's stated that they would not make man remove tent or 
belongings, because they were afraid doing so would cause them to lose their jobs. 


Sgt. Kim showed up and was hesitant to do anything. Bob threaten to "kick my ass" and called a female resident a "fxxxing bitch 
and was going to kick her ass." Bob as also shouting, "you want war, we will give you war." Sgt. Kim's response was to contact 
CD13 and place a fence around property, and could do nothing about threats. Not the answer the answers needed ! We would 





have hoped LAPD/Citv wouldn’t allow an encampment to be established on parkway, at the front door of a senior living 
center per the assurances given in the community meeting on Jan 23 ri . 


While Bob was cuffed, he was shouting how Solorio was his hero and understands. While you are trying to mediate between both 
sides. You need to encourage lawbreakers to tone it down. These tent activists in the NE corner of park have increasingly become 
more vocal by cursing and harassing tenants while they are on their balconies. This needs to stop! Residents are fearful to even go 
out or walk outside! 


WE have not gone to the media as Mitch's suggested. WE have tried to keep low-key. However, contacting media remains on the 
table with a full orchestrated blitz that will show a different story. A story of how seniors, cancer patients, and wounded veterans 
lives and health are being threaten by lawbreakers. 

I would appreciate a call so we could discuss further LAPD's appropriate course of action.

I live in Parkview Living across the street from Echo Park. Yesterday morning during the welcome rain I went out on my balcony to 
enjoy the view. For months now my view has been spoiled by the scattering of tents from 6 to 33 on any given day.... Except when 
the park is cleared for film making or cleaning. 

How can I tell this story so you understand? How can I tell this story so you will be an advocate for my health and safety ? 

While looking out at our impressive skyline and park in the rain I saw a homeless man just standing there next to his lent in the rain, 
just standing! Until, he remembered he needed to relieve himself and he peed...right there in the rain next to his tent! He zipped his 
trousers up stood for awhile longer and walked around his tent. 

Echo Park is not, IS NOT the answer to our cities homeless crisis! My heart is saddened to see the need. Please remember Parkview 
residents collect recyclables to raise funds for Laundry Love where we volunteer to help those in need have clean clothes.

Meeting with Mitch O’Farrell 
Councilman for District 13, Los Angeles 
January 23,2020

Introduction of Councilman O'Farrell and other City representative. Rick will 
moderate and introduce Dr. Jeanette Storms and Joe Fairbrother, who will briefly 
tell their story. Councilman will then be asked to address following concerns 
regarding the tent encampments in Echo Park and its residual effects on residents, 
immediate community and city of Los Angeles: 

1. Why is the posted law not enforced? The sign says "Park closed from 10:30 
pm to 5 am." Another states "No tents, stakes, camping, open flames or 
cooking." Many other violations could be cited as per the posted signs. 
(Photos of these legal statutes and other regulations issued by the 
Department of Recreation and Parks are attached here). The lack of 
enforcement of this is at the root of all the other problems we have 
experienced. Juan, the Field Representative, told," It has been collectively 
decided to allow tents in front of your building... since it affects the least 
amount of people." Officer Vargas offered the homeless a place to go and 
services last week but they refused. Why are they permitted to stay? Why 
total disregard for the law and rights of other citizens? Why is lawlessness 
permitted? 

2. Why is Echo Park the only park where an encampment is permitted? 
Permitting 10-30 tents at a time is not a way of solving the problem of 
homelessness and it is directly impacts the community at large in Echo Park. 
Can you move the homeless in this encampment to a more suitable place? 
Please find attached a copy of the names of other parks that were visited and 



saw no encampments. We feel that our rights as taxpayers have been 
violated as we are the only park that has been impacted by this. 

3. Furthermore, this has a direct impact on property values and quality of life in 
not only our community the entire Echo Park area. Specifically, when 
Parkview was built it quickly filled up and in a few months we had a waiting 
list. Now we have 9 units vacant, are losing $15,000 a month and last year 
had a loss of $200,000. Because of this impact, there is the real possibility 
that this building may need to be sold. This would mean the dislocation and 
very real possibility of tenants facing homelessness. This also means that 
some of our most vulnerable residents would be homeless as well the 
residents who are on Section 8, Veterans Assistance, and Foursquare 
Ministers. Many of our residents fear becoming homeless. Can you address 
this financial impact and assure the residents this will not happen? 

4. The presence of this encampment has created many residual problems 
including quality of life, safety, health, and security issues. I am sure these 
same issues are experienced by the larger community. These include 

a. Health. There is a high-risk due to human waste and illegal drug 
waste, which is a haven for an epidemic of Cholera, dysentery, 
hepatitis A & E, typhus, and even leprosy. Why are not the 
encampments shut down due to these risks alone? As to drug use, 
residents have looked out of their windows and seen heroin kitchens 
and have seen people shooting up. Please see enclosed photos. Please, 
consider shutting down the encampment due to this. 

b. Safety and security issues: While we have taken every precaution to 
create a safe and secure environment, there are constant violations. 



Here are problems we have encountered and have photos and or 
witnesses to verify these incidents, (a] People violating our perimeter 
to use the pool or outside shower for bathing, it is shocking for our 
older female residents to see nude men in the pool. Also this has made 
the pool unsafe for our residents to swim in due to the possibility of 
STD. (b] one of our residents was mugged in the park and his cell 
phone stolen (c) one of our older residents lives in fear because of 
seeing intruders in the pool. These issues have grown greatly during 
this last year. We didn't have these problems before the encampment 
came. 

c. Quality of life. Many of the residents moved here specifically to be 
near family and grandchildren. They have had many wonderful times 
with family in the park in the past, but currently are afraid to take 
their grandchildren to the park due to the encampment. Others do so 
and take the risk but this has created a lot of fear. Our parks and 
especially this park were built to provide a safe place for families of 
the city to come to. This is in jeopardy due to the encampment. 

5. Why does the city clean out the park and remove all homeless residents and 
tents for filming companies and not because of requests from citizens who 
have legitimate health and safety reasons due to the homeless? It appears 
money talks but the real issues and daily concerns of caring and interested 
residents of Echo Park do not matter. 



6, Why is there no response to my LA311 app? Several reports were made with 
no response. Anthony report several times to have graffiti removal. No 
response. What can be done to make this more responsive? 

7. What action can we expect you and the city council to take to relocate the 
members of this encampment quickly and return our park to the wonderful 
condition it was in after its renovation? We remember that $67.4 million 
was spent on transforming the lake/park and it was in pristine and 
wonderful condition. It was even called the “Pearl of Los Angeles." (During 
your campaign you stated when asked that there will be LAPD presence 24 
hours a day, 7 days a week.} It has been the backdrop of many television, 
films and commercials and is a real drawing card for tourists. Now the 
encampment is keeping families and tourists away. We are concerned senior 
residents who care deeply about our community. Please, take these points 
under consideration and act quickly to clear the park of the encampment so 
the quality of life and safety can return.

Welcome to our Vincentian Village 


In 1856, The Daughters of Charity of St. Vincent de Paul founded the FIRST Hospital in Los Angeles. 

That hospital, St. Vincent Medical Center, has had two locations before moving to 2131 W. 3 rd St. 

In addition to healthcare, the Daughters have been engaged in educational and social services in Los Angeles 
for the last 163 years. 

In 2015, The Daughters of Charity sold St. Vincent Medical Center to another not-for-profit Health system- 
Verity Health. In 2017 Verity Health sold the Hospital to Patrick Soon Shoing. Ten months later Patrick Soon 
Shoing filed bankruptcy and in August of 2019 a federal bankruptcy judge approved the purchase by 
KPC Health - a for-profit health System. 

The purchase has cleared all legal obstacles and is due to be finalized on December 1,2019. The 
Hospital name will change to Global Medical Center of Downtown Los Angeles. 

Although the Hospital is no longer a Daughter of Charity Ministry, three other Daughters' ministries remain 
near the Medical Center and the Sisters live in a Hospital building -Seton Hall- where they currently rent space 
on the 4 th and 5 th floor. These are our other Services: 

1. On Lake Street, The Daughters of Charity Foundation has offices on the 2 nd floor of Seton Hall. 

2. On Miramar Street St. Vincent Meals on Wheel, the largest private "Meals on Wheels" in the USA, is 
sponsored by the Daughters of Charity and delivers over 2000 meals a day to poor and isolated seniors 

3. Also On Lake Street, the Daughters sponsor Hotel Dieu Independent living for low income vulnerable 
seniors. 

In 2015, the Daughters of Charity purchased a large parcel of land on the West side of the Medical Center. 

With the exception of one building, at the south corner of Parkview and W. 3 rd St., the boundaries of the land 
are West 3 rd St., Park View St, Miramar St. and Grandview. 

Most of the buildings on the land house low income or no income individuals/Families. The buildings are in 
poor to good condition with many of them in need of substantial repairs. Last week, two unsafe buildings were 
demolished after a lengthy and arduous permit process with the City of Los Angeles.

Introduction of Councilman O'Farrell and other City representative. Rick will 
moderate and introduce Dr. Jeanette Storms and Joe Fairbrother, who will briefly 
tell their story. Councilman will then be asked to address following concerns 
regarding the tent encampments in Echo Park and its residual effects on residents, 
immediate community and city of Los Angeles: 

1. Why is the posted law not enforced? The sign says "Park closed from 10:30 
pm to 5 am." Another states "No tents, stakes, camping, open flames or 
cooking." Many other violations could be cited as per the posted signs. 
(Photos of these legal statutes and other regulations issued by the 
Department of Recreation and Parks are attached here). The lack of 
enforcement of this is at the root of all the other problems we have 
experienced. Juan, the Field Representative, told," It has been collectively 
decided to allow tents in front of your building... since it affects the least 
amount of people." Officer Vargas offered the homeless a place to go and 
services last week but they refused. Why are they permitted to stay? Why 
total disregard for the law and rights of other citizens? Why is lawlessness 
permitted? 

2. Why is Echo Park the only park where an encampment is permitted? 
Permitting 10-30 tents at a time is not a way of solving the problem of 
homelessness and it is directly impacts the community at large in Echo Park. 
Can you move the homeless in this encampment to a more suitable place? 
Please find attached a copy of the names of other parks that were visited and 



saw no encampments. We feel that our rights as taxpayers have been 
violated as we are the only park that has been impacted by this. 

3. Furthermore, this has a direct impact on property values and quality of life in 
not only our community the entire Echo Park area. Specifically, when 
Parkview was built it quickly filled up and in a few months we had a waiting 
list. Now we have 9 units vacant, are losing $15,000 a month and last year 
had a loss of $200,000. Because of this impact, there is the real possibility 
that this building may need to be sold. This would mean the dislocation and 
very real possibility of tenants facing homelessness. This also means that 
some of our most vulnerable residents would be homeless as well the 
residents who are on Section 8, Veterans Assistance, and Foursquare 
Ministers. Many of our residents fear becoming homeless. Can you address 
this financial impact and assure the residents this will not happen? 

4. The presence of this encampment has created many residual problems 
including quality of life, safety, health, and security issues. I am sure these 
same issues are experienced by the larger community. These include 

a. Health. There is a high-risk due to human waste and illegal drug 
waste, which is a haven for an epidemic of Cholera, dysentery, 
hepatitis A & E, typhus, and even leprosy. Why are not the 
encampments shut down due to these risks alone? As to drug use, 
residents have looked out of their windows and seen heroin kitchens 
and have seen people shooting up. Please see enclosed photos. Please, 
consider shutting down the encampment due to this. 

b. Safety and security issues: While we have taken every precaution to 
create a safe and secure environment, there are constant violations. 



Here are problems we have encountered and have photos and or 
witnesses to verify these incidents, (a] People violating our perimeter 
to use the pool or outside shower for bathing, it is shocking for our 
older female residents to see nude men in the pool. Also this has made 
the pool unsafe for our residents to swim in due to the possibility of 
STD. (b] one of our residents was mugged in the park and his cell 
phone stolen (c) one of our older residents lives in fear because of 
seeing intruders in the pool. These issues have grown greatly during 
this last year. We didn't have these problems before the encampment 
came. 

c. Quality of life. Many of the residents moved here specifically to be 
near family and grandchildren. They have had many wonderful times 
with family in the park in the past, but currently are afraid to take 
their grandchildren to the park due to the encampment. Others do so 
and take the risk but this has created a lot of fear. Our parks and 
especially this park were built to provide a safe place for families of 
the city to come to. This is in jeopardy due to the encampment. 

5. Why does the city clean out the park and remove all homeless residents and 
tents for filming companies and not because of requests from citizens who 
have legitimate health and safety reasons due to the homeless? It appears 
money talks but the real issues and daily concerns of caring and interested 
residents of Echo Park do not matter. 



6, Why is there no response to my LA311 app? Several reports were made with 
no response. Anthony report several times to have graffiti removal. No 
response. What can be done to make this more responsive? 

7. What action can we expect you and the city council to take to relocate the 
members of this encampment quickly and return our park to the wonderful 
condition it was in after its renovation? We remember that $67.4 million 
was spent on transforming the lake/park and it was in pristine and 
wonderful condition. It was even called the “Pearl of Los Angeles." (During 
your campaign you stated when asked that there will be LAPD presence 24 
hours a day, 7 days a week.} It has been the backdrop of many television, 
films and commercials and is a real drawing card for tourists. Now the 
encampment is keeping families and tourists away. We are concerned senior 
residents who care deeply about our community. Please, take these points 
under consideration and act quickly to clear the park of the encampment so 
the quality of life and safety can return.

Welcome to our Vincentian Village 


In 1856, The Daughters of Charity of St. Vincent de Paul founded the FIRST Hospital in Los Angeles. 

That hospital, St. Vincent Medical Center, has had two locations before moving to 2131 W. 3 rd St. 

In addition to healthcare, the Daughters have been engaged in educational and social services in Los Angeles 
for the last 163 years. 

In 2015, The Daughters of Charity sold St. Vincent Medical Center to another not-for-profit Health system- 
Verity Health. In 2017 Verity Health sold the Hospital to Patrick Soon Shoing. Ten months later Patrick Soon 
Shoing filed bankruptcy and in August of 2019 a federal bankruptcy judge approved the purchase by 
KPC Health - a for-profit health System. 

The purchase has cleared all legal obstacles and is due to be finalized on December 1,2019. The 
Hospital name will change to Global Medical Center of Downtown Los Angeles. 

Although the Hospital is no longer a Daughter of Charity Ministry, three other Daughters' ministries remain 
near the Medical Center and the Sisters live in a Hospital building -Seton Hall- where they currently rent space 
on the 4 th and 5 th floor. These are our other Services: 

1. On Lake Street, The Daughters of Charity Foundation has offices on the 2 nd floor of Seton Hall. 

2. On Miramar Street St. Vincent Meals on Wheel, the largest private "Meals on Wheels" in the USA, is 
sponsored by the Daughters of Charity and delivers over 2000 meals a day to poor and isolated seniors 

3. Also On Lake Street, the Daughters sponsor Hotel Dieu Independent living for low income vulnerable 
seniors. 

In 2015, the Daughters of Charity purchased a large parcel of land on the West side of the Medical Center. 

With the exception of one building, at the south corner of Parkview and W. 3 rd St., the boundaries of the land 
are West 3 rd St., Park View St, Miramar St. and Grandview. 

Most of the buildings on the land house low income or no income individuals/Families. The buildings are in 
poor to good condition with many of them in need of substantial repairs. Last week, two unsafe buildings were 
demolished after a lengthy and arduous permit process with the City of Los Angeles. 

We are pursing efforts to improve our properties but cannot move forward without a plan. 

Our meeting on November 18 th is to showcase our reality and to invite you to become knowledgeable about our 
presence and our services.

INTRODUCTION 


The City of Los Angeles is seeking an Architectural Consultant ("the Consultant"), that specializes in 
Affordable Multi-Family Housing, to provide Pre-Design services and Design Concept Options for a 
potential new Multi-Family Housing project ("the Project"), located at 114Q-1146 Glendale Blvd, Los 
Angeles, CA 90026 ("the Property").

Comprised of four parcels, the Property is recorded under two parcel numbers, 5404-016-901 and 5404- 
016-900. Two of the parcels (13,422 SF) are zoned C2-1L-CDO, and the other two. parcels (14,003 SF) are 
zoned R4-1VL-CDO. The property, just south of Sunset* fronts both Glendale Blvd and Lemoyne St and as 
such is considered a through lot. The entire property has a land use designation of Community 
Commercial in the Silver Lake-Echo Park- Elysian Valley Community Plan 

PROJECT DESCRIPTION - ECHO PARK SUPPORTIVE HOUSING 


Although the playground and community sports center will no longer be the central programmatic 
element of the property, the City desires to provide amenities that will meet existing community needs. 
Currently the recreation area provides access for participants of a local recreational program to the

following facilities: A full-size basketball court, a full-size volleyball court, two American (three-wall) 
handball courts, and outdoor open space. A successful design will bridge the intent to provide the 
maximum allowable number of affordable dwelling units while creating similar but re-envisioned 
amenities that will be available to both the participants of the local recreational program and also to the 
public. This design exercise will include replacement public parking spaces for the existing nine spaces 
on site. 

The Planning Department conducted an initial planning analysis to determine the total number of "By 
Right" units allowed and the possible increased unit count via entitlements. The total area analyzed by 
Planning was approximately 29,508 SF which included half of the abutting alley for that portion of the 
site. This area would allow for 74 by-right unitsy consistent with the C2-1L and R4-1VI. zones which both 
allow one unit per 400 square feet of lot area. Additionally, the C2-1L lots are limited to 75 feet and a 
1.5:1 Floor Area Ratio (FAR); while the portions of R4-1VL lots are limited to 45' and 3:1 FAR. 

With the use of the entitlement process, there are various pathways to an increased unit count. One 
such available path is the use of the Transit Oriented Communities Affordable Housing Incentive 
Guidelines (TOC Guidelines). Per the TOC Guidelines, a preliminary review indicates the property is 75Q 
feet or less from a major transit stop and is considered Tier 3. At Tier 3, the TOC program would allow 
for a 70% density bonus and a 50% increase in floor area or at least a 3.75 FAR increase in the C2 lots, 
allowing for an overall total of 126 dwelling units. The TOC Guidelines require a minimum of 10% of the 
total units be set aside for Extremely Low-Income households, 14% for Very Low-Income or 23% for 
Low-Income households (13 units, 18 units, and 29 units respectively). 

If the^development consists of 100% of affordable housing, it could qualify for a tier bump increasing the 
incentives from a Tier 3 to Tier 4. If such is the case, the density bonus would be of 80% and a 55% 
increase in floor area or at least a 4.25 FAR increase in the C2 lots. Also, no parking would be required by 
Planning for the residential units. A Tier 4 development would allow for the overall development of 134 
total units. 

A secondary entitlement pathway is the "On-Menu" options in the Affordable Housing Incentives 
Guidelines. The approximately 29,508 SF area would allow a maximum density of 100 units, which 
includes the 35% density increase allowed per the Density Bonus program. The density bonus base 
density for the project site is 74 units after rounding up from the by right density number of 73.77. If the 
project sets aside 11% of the base units as affordable (8 Very Low-Income units), the project qualifies for 
two incentives from the list of on-menu incentives. If the project sets aside 15% of the base units as 
affordable (11 Very Low-Income units), then the project qualifies for three incentives from the on-menu 
incentives list. 

The tertiary entitlement pathway is the use of an "Off-Menu" Density Bonus and a Conditional Use to 
Exceed Density would allow the project to request more than three incentives and/or a request for a 
waiver of a development standard. A waiver of development standards can be used to exceed a 
development requirement. For example, a waiver can be an increase in lot coverage beyond what is! 
allowed as an on-menu incentive. A Conditional Use Permit (12.24.U26) allows a project to request a 
Density Bonus with an increase in density greater than the maximum permitted in Section 12.22.A.25.

These city-owned parking lots located at 1140 -1152 N Glendale Blvd and 1149-1155 
N. Lemoyne St. are being considered for the development of supportive housing . The 
City is in a well documented housing crisis resulting in displacement and an increase of 
homelessness:. To address the issue, lawmakers are aggressively looking to resolve 
this crisis by identifying city-owned properties that can be redeveloped to provide 
housing for the homeless. As part of the Mayors Comprehensive Homeless Strategy 
(CHS), the City Administrative Officer (CAO) was tasked with identifying and evaluating 
all city-owned properties. A list of locations that could be used for affordable housing is 
listed in the City-Owned Surplus Property Report (Please see Attachment I: Sites with 
Potential Use as Housing, Interim Housing or Navigation Center.) 

The City reviewed 700 sites which included city-owned surplus property, property 
owned by other public agencies, privately owned, and city-owned parking lots. Of these 
700 sites reviewed, 10 were within CD 13. 

Two sites were initially identified for housing, one site for Bridge Housing and another 
for Supportive Housing. 

1 1533 Schrader Blvd (City Pa rking Lot 649) in Hollywood - This site was 

approved in September 2018 for a temporary bridge housing facility, and opened 
to residents in March 2019. The facility houses 72 adult men and women at any 
given time. On-site services include security, hygiene and laundry facilities, pet 
area, common space, case management, and health and wellness programs. .

In order to maintain the economic viability of Echo Park’s commercial district and 
parking meter income, the City requires that LADOT public parking lots be fully replaced 
on site if there is a change of use or additional uses added to the site. In this case, the 
change of use would be an affordable housing development. 

The Zoning for LADOT Lots 643,662, and 663, which cumulatively have 163 parking 
spaces, are all subject to height limitations imposed by 1VL (45 feet) height limitations. 

Lot 676 where the project is being proposed, is subject to the 1L(75 feet) height 
limitation and has only 9 parking spaces that would need to be replaced. 

This project falls under the TOC Guidelines CZimas TOC FAQsf which allows increases 
in height depending on adjacency to transit. 

The project would need to be in compliance with the Echo Park Community Design 
Overlay 

Anecdotally, the cost to redevelop, parking lots is significant. The estimates are upwards 
of $50,000 per parking space for subterranean parking. At our recent community tour of 
the Mosaic Gardens at Westlake, the cost for their parking came out to about $100K per 
space. There are many factors that would determine the ultimate cost to replace the 
parking spaces, below is a rough estimate of how much it would cost to replace the 
parking for each lot given those two pricing points.

2. Make the following legislative findings (Enclosure 1) to support enactment of the draft 
rules and regulations for vending of food and merchandise in City parks: and 

SUMMARY 

The Board of Recreation and Park Commissioners (Board) adopted: new rules and regulations for 
vending of food and merchandise in City parks at its meeting of November 7, 2018. Pursuant to 
instruction from the Board, the Board Secretary transmitted those Commission-approved rules 
and regulations to the City Council for its approval immediately thereafter. 

On November 28, 2018 the City Council adopted the Department of Recreation and Park's (RAP} 
rules and regulations on vending with recommendations that the Board update the rules to: 

» Add a requirement for safety wheel locks on vending carts; 

* Reduce the restriction from vending 250 feet to 100 feet from any recreation facility; 

» Restrict vending in Elysian Park during all events at Dodger Stadium; 

» Retain discretion to adjust the amount of vendors in a park based on unique physical 
characteristics or historical vending data that impact park use and to add a prohibition on 
animal sales in parks; and 

* Add a prohibition on the sale of animals. 

Based upon the verbal findings made by the City Council in reviewing the RAP rules and 
regulations, RAP staff concurs with the City Council recommendations and submits this report, 
and the attached findings, rules and regulations, in response to the City Council’s action.

Recreation and Parks - Rules & Regulations 
for vending food and commercial items in LA City Parks 

WHEREAS, the Department of Recreation and Parks (RAP) manages over 450 parks, 
170 recreational facilities, golf courses, trails, beaches, museums, sites and facilities; and 

WHEREAS, these collective sites include every public park, roadside rest area, 
playground, zoological garden, ocean, beach, museum, house, community garden or 
other recreational facility area, together with any parking lot, reservoir, pier, swimming 
pool, golf course, court, field, bridle path, trail, or other recreational facility, or structure 
thereon, in the City of Los Angeles which is owned, controlled, operated or managed by 
the Department of Recreation and Parks; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Los Angeles has approximately 4 million residents and nearly 50 
million annual visitors; and 

WHEREAS, RAP desires to maintain its parks, open spaces and facilities as safe, well- 
programmed and accessible sites; and 

WHEREAS, RAP desires to protect public safety and secure access while protecting the 
right of all people to visit and enjoy our public parks; and; 

WHEREAS, the California Legislature has adopted a statewide law (SB 946) allowing for 
commercial street vending of food and commercial items on sidewalks, including parks; 
and 

WHEREAS, local park agencies may adopt vending rules and regulations in compliance 
with SB 946, including progressive administrative, non-criminal penalties; and 

WHEREAS, a local park agency may restrict vendors to certain areas within a park where 
there is an abjective health, safety or welfare concern; and 

WHEREAS, a local park agency may limit the number of vendors to operate in a park 
where there is an objective health, safety or welfare concern; and 

WHEREAS, a local park agency may restrict hours of operation for vendors which are not 
unduly restrictive; and 

WHEREAS, a local park agency may require vendors to comply with sanitary conditions; 
and 

WHEREAS, a local park agency may require vendors to obtain and possess State, 
County and City of Los Angeles permits; and 

WHEREAS, a local park agency may require vendors to comply with the American with 
Disabilities Act and other disability access standards; and 
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WHEREAS, a local park agency may prohibit stationary sidewalk vendors from vending 
in parks park where it has signed an agreement for concessions that exclusively permits 
the sate'of food or merchandise to a concessionaire; and; 

WHEREAS, a local park agency may restrict or prohibit sidewalk vendors within the 
immediate vicinity of an area where it has issued a temporary special permit for purposes 
including, but not limited to, filming, parades, festivals, concerts, movie nights, special 
events, carnivals, running events or other Department approved, temporarily permitted 
activities. 

WHEREAS, the Board of Recreation and Parks Commissioners finds and declares that 
the following rules & regulations are: 

(i) Directly related to objective health, safety, or welfare concerns; 

(ii) Necessary to ensure the public's use and enjoyment of natural resources and 
recreational opportunities, and/or 

(iii) Necessary to prevent an undue concentration of commercial activity that 
unreasonably interferes with the scenic and natural character of the park; and 

WHEREAS SB 946 does not restrict RAP from adopting rules and regulations for the 
prohibition of unauthorized or nan-permitted commercial services in parks 

NOW THEREFORE, THE DEPARTMENT OF RECREATION OF PARKS 
ESTABLISHES THE FOLLOWING RULES AND REGULATIONS RELATED TO 
OBJECTIVE HEALTH, SAFETY AND WELFARE CONCERNS FOR VENDING OF 
FOOD AND COMMERCIAL ITEMS IN ALL CITY PARKS: 

Time, Place & Manner 

1. As used in these Rules and Regulations, ‘Vend,” “Vending” and “Vendor” shall 
have the same meaning as defined in Los Angeles Municipal Code Section 
42.13. A. 

2. Vending is restricted to non-motorized conveyances, stands, or pushcarts, which 
must be not more than 8 feet in length and not more than 3 feet in depth, including 
wheels, axles and other appurtenances. 

3. Vendors shall not leave their vending conveyances, stands, or pushcarts 
unattended or unlocked. All vending conveyances, stands, or pushcarts shall have 
safety locks on their wheels. 

4. Vending shall only be allowed at parks during their normal operating hours. 

5. Vending shall cease 3Q minutes before the park’s closing time to allow for clean¬ 
up and to ensure timely clearance of the vendor and patrons from park property. 
Vendors shall remove all vending equipment each day before the park closes. 
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6. Vending shall be restricted to paved pathways or designated paved walking areas; 
only. Vendors shall ensure that such pathways are not blocked, allowing for 
pedestrian and wheelchair/ADA clearance. 

7. Vending is not allowed on grass, trails, or dirt paths within a park or in parking lots 
or streets owned and operated by RAP. 

8v. Vendors are prohibited from using any parking stall or designated parking area for 
vending conveyances, stands, or pushcarts to sell food or merchandise. 

9. Vending is not allowed in RAP maintenance or storage yards. 

10. Stationary Vendors are prohibited from selling food or merchandise in parks or 
facilities that have exclusive, signed concession agreements. (See Attachment A) 

11. Vending is prohibited within 100 feet of any building, recreation center, bathroom, 
Structure or playground. 

12. Vendors are prohibited from vending within 500 feet of any school site, camp, 
youth activity center or senior center located on park property. 

13. Notwithstanding the above rule, due to limited egress and ingress at the following 
venues, the abundance of heavy visitor traffic and. with respect to the Greek 
Theatre and Griffith Observatory, exclusive food and merchandise 
concessionaires, vending is prohibited as follows: 

a. Within 2500 feet of the Greek Theatre on concert and event nights (See 
Attachment B); 

b. Within 2500 feet of the Griffith Observatory or the Griffith Observatory’s 
upper parking lot (See Attachment B); and 

C. Anywhere in Elysian Park from three hours before the start until three hours 
after the end of all events at Dodger Stadium, including baseball games, 
concerts, and races. 

14. No vending conveyance, stand, or pushcart shall touch, lean against, or be affixed 
to any lamp post, parking meter, mail box, traffic signal, picnic table, fire hydrant, 
tree, plant, planter box, rock formation, bench, bus shelter, ortrashcan. 

15. Vending is prohibited within 5 feet of park benches or other park furniture and from 
within 10 feet of any crosswalk or ADA access ramp. 

16 Vending is prohibited within 25 feet of any park fountain, statue, monument, or art 
installation 
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17. Vending is prohibited in any park deeded, granted or otherwise gifted to the City 
with a restriction prohibiting commercial activity in the specified park. (Currently 
the only park with such a restriction is: Leimert Park). 

18. No vendor shall vend anything that is placed immediately on a paved pathway or 
designated paved walking area, or on a blanket, box, or board placed immediately 
upon such surface 

19. Vendors are prohibited from displaying off-site advertising. 

20. Vendors are prohibited from playing or operating any device to produce music or 
amplified sound for advertising or commercial purposes. 

Capacity 

21. The number pf vendors per park shall be limited to: 2 vendors per acre and no 
vendor may vend within 25 feet of another vendor. (See Attachment C) RAP 
retains the right, as authorized by the Los Angeles City Council, to adjust the 
number of vendors allowed per acre for any individual park based on specific or 
unique physical characteristics of that park, which impact the amount of usable 
park space (e.g. lakes, hillsides or historical use or data that reflect an abundance 
of events or propensity to overly commercialize or impact park use). 

22. The right to vend in a park shall be determined on a first come, first served basis 
until capacity is reached. 

23. Vendors must keep accurate and contemporaneous logs of entrance and park 
departure times and must make those logs available to City staff immediately upon 
request 

Prohibitions on Vending During Temporary Permitted Events & Exclusive 

Concession Areas 

24. Vending is prohibited during any park permitted filming, festival, concert, movie 
night, special event, carnival, parade, running event or other Department 
approved, temporarily permitted activity. 

25. Vendors are prohibited from vending 500 feet from any permitted farmer’s market 
or swap meet 

Requirements for Sanitary, Safety and Clean Conditions 

26. Vendors must ensure that their vending activities and conveyances are clean and 
sanitary and in compliance with all rules and regulations of the Los Angeles County 
Health Department. 
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27. Vendors are responsible for clean-up and removal of any food item, package, 
refuse, waste, litter or any items or materials occurring because of or related to 
their food and merchandise sales. 

28. Vendors are prohibited from placing any liquid or solid waste in park trashcans, 
Vendors are prohibited from dumping ice on park property. 

29. Vendors must bring their own vermin-proof trash receptacles and remove any and 
all waste, refuse and litter collected or discarded as a result of preparing, selling or 
consuming food items or merchandise in the park. 

30. Vendors are prohibited from hooking up to or using any water or electrical or gas 
outlets for the sale of their food or merchandise. 

31. Vendors shall not sell or offer any unsanitary, unsafe, dangerous or harmful food, 
beverage or merchandise. 

32. In addition to prohibitions on the sale of alcohol, ammunition, animals, counterfeit: 
goods, firearms, or tobacco, which exist in local, state or federal law, by these 
Rules and Regulations, vendors are prohibited from selling or offering any harmful 
or dangerous items, such as archery equipment, knives, or sling shots, or any 
objects that appear to be weapons, such as squirt guns, toy guns, or toy knives. 

Requirements to Possess, Maintain & Display Permits 

33. Vendors must maintain, possess and display or show all local authority permits 
required by the State, County or City of Los Angeles. 

34. Nothing in these rules shall restrict or prohibit the expression of any traditional 
speech or vending of expressive items such as newspapers, leaflets, pamphlets, 
bumper stickers, patches and/or buttons. 

35. Nothing in these rules authorizes vending of personal services, whether free or for 
sale, including but not limited to boot camps, massage services, yoga, dog training, 
animal rides, petting zoos or sports/fitness classes. 

Fines & Violations 

36. Violations of these rules and regulations shall be punishable as non-criminal fines 
under the City's Administrative Citation Enforcement (ACE) pursuant to Los 
Angeles Municipal Code Section 42,13D. 
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37. The Department of Recreation and Parks reserves the right to amend, change or 
alter any of these rules in conformance with local and state law at any time and as 
needed.

SUMMARY 

The Board of Recreation and Park Commissioners (Board) adopted: new rules and regulations for 
vending of food and merchandise in City parks at its meeting of November 7, 2018. Pursuant to 
instruction from the Board, the Board Secretary transmitted those Commission-approved rules 
and regulations to the City Council for its approval immediately thereafter. 

On November 28, 2018 the City Council adopted the Department of Recreation and Park's (RAP} 
rules and regulations on vending with recommendations that the Board update the rules to: 

» Add a requirement for safety wheel locks on vending carts; 

* Reduce the restriction from vending 250 feet to 100 feet from any recreation facility; 

» Restrict vending in Elysian Park during all events at Dodger Stadium; 

» Retain discretion to adjust the amount of vendors in a park based on unique physical 
characteristics or historical vending data that impact park use and to add a prohibition on 
animal sales in parks; and 

* Add a prohibition on the sale of animals. 

Based upon the verbal findings made by the City Council in reviewing the RAP rules and 
regulations, RAP staff concurs with the City Council recommendations and submits this report, 
and the attached findings, rules and regulations, in response to the City Council’s action.

Recreation and Parks - Rules & Regulations 
for vending food and commercial items in LA City Parks 

WHEREAS, the Department of Recreation and Parks (RAP) manages over 450 parks, 
170 recreational facilities, golf courses, trails, beaches, museums, sites and facilities; and 

WHEREAS, these collective sites include every public park, roadside rest area, 
playground, zoological garden, ocean, beach, museum, house, community garden or 
other recreational facility area, together with any parking lot, reservoir, pier, swimming 
pool, golf course, court, field, bridle path, trail, or other recreational facility, or structure 
thereon, in the City of Los Angeles which is owned, controlled, operated or managed by 
the Department of Recreation and Parks; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Los Angeles has approximately 4 million residents and nearly 50 
million annual visitors; and 

WHEREAS, RAP desires to maintain its parks, open spaces and facilities as safe, well- 
programmed and accessible sites; and 

WHEREAS, RAP desires to protect public safety and secure access while protecting the 
right of all people to visit and enjoy our public parks; and; 

WHEREAS, the California Legislature has adopted a statewide law (SB 946) allowing for 
commercial street vending of food and commercial items on sidewalks, including parks; 
and 

WHEREAS, local park agencies may adopt vending rules and regulations in compliance 
with SB 946, including progressive administrative, non-criminal penalties; and 

WHEREAS, a local park agency may restrict vendors to certain areas within a park where 
there is an abjective health, safety or welfare concern; and 

WHEREAS, a local park agency may limit the number of vendors to operate in a park 
where there is an objective health, safety or welfare concern; and 

WHEREAS, a local park agency may restrict hours of operation for vendors which are not 
unduly restrictive; and 

WHEREAS, a local park agency may require vendors to comply with sanitary conditions; 
and 

WHEREAS, a local park agency may require vendors to obtain and possess State, 
County and City of Los Angeles permits; and 

WHEREAS, a local park agency may require vendors to comply with the American with 
Disabilities Act and other disability access standards; and 
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WHEREAS, a local park agency may prohibit stationary sidewalk vendors from vending 
in parks park where it has signed an agreement for concessions that exclusively permits 
the sate'of food or merchandise to a concessionaire; and; 

WHEREAS, a local park agency may restrict or prohibit sidewalk vendors within the 
immediate vicinity of an area where it has issued a temporary special permit for purposes 
including, but not limited to, filming, parades, festivals, concerts, movie nights, special 
events, carnivals, running events or other Department approved, temporarily permitted 
activities. 

WHEREAS, the Board of Recreation and Parks Commissioners finds and declares that 
the following rules & regulations are: 

(i) Directly related to objective health, safety, or welfare concerns; 

(ii) Necessary to ensure the public's use and enjoyment of natural resources and 
recreational opportunities, and/or 

(iii) Necessary to prevent an undue concentration of commercial activity that 
unreasonably interferes with the scenic and natural character of the park; and 

WHEREAS SB 946 does not restrict RAP from adopting rules and regulations for the 
prohibition of unauthorized or nan-permitted commercial services in parks 

NOW THEREFORE, THE DEPARTMENT OF RECREATION OF PARKS 
ESTABLISHES THE FOLLOWING RULES AND REGULATIONS RELATED TO 
OBJECTIVE HEALTH, SAFETY AND WELFARE CONCERNS FOR VENDING OF 
FOOD AND COMMERCIAL ITEMS IN ALL CITY PARKS: 

Time, Place & Manner 

1. As used in these Rules and Regulations, ‘Vend,” “Vending” and “Vendor” shall 
have the same meaning as defined in Los Angeles Municipal Code Section 
42.13. A. 

2. Vending is restricted to non-motorized conveyances, stands, or pushcarts, which 
must be not more than 8 feet in length and not more than 3 feet in depth, including 
wheels, axles and other appurtenances. 

3. Vendors shall not leave their vending conveyances, stands, or pushcarts 
unattended or unlocked. All vending conveyances, stands, or pushcarts shall have 
safety locks on their wheels. 

4. Vending shall only be allowed at parks during their normal operating hours. 

5. Vending shall cease 3Q minutes before the park’s closing time to allow for clean¬ 
up and to ensure timely clearance of the vendor and patrons from park property. 
Vendors shall remove all vending equipment each day before the park closes. 
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6. Vending shall be restricted to paved pathways or designated paved walking areas; 
only. Vendors shall ensure that such pathways are not blocked, allowing for 
pedestrian and wheelchair/ADA clearance. 

7. Vending is not allowed on grass, trails, or dirt paths within a park or in parking lots 
or streets owned and operated by RAP. 

8v. Vendors are prohibited from using any parking stall or designated parking area for 
vending conveyances, stands, or pushcarts to sell food or merchandise. 

9. Vending is not allowed in RAP maintenance or storage yards. 

10. Stationary Vendors are prohibited from selling food or merchandise in parks or 
facilities that have exclusive, signed concession agreements. (See Attachment A) 

11. Vending is prohibited within 100 feet of any building, recreation center, bathroom, 
Structure or playground. 

12. Vendors are prohibited from vending within 500 feet of any school site, camp, 
youth activity center or senior center located on park property. 

13. Notwithstanding the above rule, due to limited egress and ingress at the following 
venues, the abundance of heavy visitor traffic and. with respect to the Greek 
Theatre and Griffith Observatory, exclusive food and merchandise 
concessionaires, vending is prohibited as follows: 

a. Within 2500 feet of the Greek Theatre on concert and event nights (See 
Attachment B); 

b. Within 2500 feet of the Griffith Observatory or the Griffith Observatory’s 
upper parking lot (See Attachment B); and 

C. Anywhere in Elysian Park from three hours before the start until three hours 
after the end of all events at Dodger Stadium, including baseball games, 
concerts, and races. 

14. No vending conveyance, stand, or pushcart shall touch, lean against, or be affixed 
to any lamp post, parking meter, mail box, traffic signal, picnic table, fire hydrant, 
tree, plant, planter box, rock formation, bench, bus shelter, ortrashcan. 

15. Vending is prohibited within 5 feet of park benches or other park furniture and from 
within 10 feet of any crosswalk or ADA access ramp. 

16 Vending is prohibited within 25 feet of any park fountain, statue, monument, or art 
installation 
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17. Vending is prohibited in any park deeded, granted or otherwise gifted to the City 
with a restriction prohibiting commercial activity in the specified park. (Currently 
the only park with such a restriction is: Leimert Park). 

18. No vendor shall vend anything that is placed immediately on a paved pathway or 
designated paved walking area, or on a blanket, box, or board placed immediately 
upon such surface 

19. Vendors are prohibited from displaying off-site advertising. 

20. Vendors are prohibited from playing or operating any device to produce music or 
amplified sound for advertising or commercial purposes. 

Capacity 

21. The number pf vendors per park shall be limited to: 2 vendors per acre and no 
vendor may vend within 25 feet of another vendor. (See Attachment C) RAP 
retains the right, as authorized by the Los Angeles City Council, to adjust the 
number of vendors allowed per acre for any individual park based on specific or 
unique physical characteristics of that park, which impact the amount of usable 
park space (e.g. lakes, hillsides or historical use or data that reflect an abundance 
of events or propensity to overly commercialize or impact park use). 

22. The right to vend in a park shall be determined on a first come, first served basis 
until capacity is reached. 

23. Vendors must keep accurate and contemporaneous logs of entrance and park 
departure times and must make those logs available to City staff immediately upon 
request 

Prohibitions on Vending During Temporary Permitted Events & Exclusive 

Concession Areas 

24. Vending is prohibited during any park permitted filming, festival, concert, movie 
night, special event, carnival, parade, running event or other Department 
approved, temporarily permitted activity. 

25. Vendors are prohibited from vending 500 feet from any permitted farmer’s market 
or swap meet 

Requirements for Sanitary, Safety and Clean Conditions 

26. Vendors must ensure that their vending activities and conveyances are clean and 
sanitary and in compliance with all rules and regulations of the Los Angeles County 
Health Department. 
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27. Vendors are responsible for clean-up and removal of any food item, package, 
refuse, waste, litter or any items or materials occurring because of or related to 
their food and merchandise sales. 

28. Vendors are prohibited from placing any liquid or solid waste in park trashcans, 
Vendors are prohibited from dumping ice on park property. 

29. Vendors must bring their own vermin-proof trash receptacles and remove any and 
all waste, refuse and litter collected or discarded as a result of preparing, selling or 
consuming food items or merchandise in the park. 

30. Vendors are prohibited from hooking up to or using any water or electrical or gas 
outlets for the sale of their food or merchandise. 

31. Vendors shall not sell or offer any unsanitary, unsafe, dangerous or harmful food, 
beverage or merchandise. 

32. In addition to prohibitions on the sale of alcohol, ammunition, animals, counterfeit: 
goods, firearms, or tobacco, which exist in local, state or federal law, by these 
Rules and Regulations, vendors are prohibited from selling or offering any harmful 
or dangerous items, such as archery equipment, knives, or sling shots, or any 
objects that appear to be weapons, such as squirt guns, toy guns, or toy knives. 

Requirements to Possess, Maintain & Display Permits 

33. Vendors must maintain, possess and display or show all local authority permits 
required by the State, County or City of Los Angeles. 

34. Nothing in these rules shall restrict or prohibit the expression of any traditional 
speech or vending of expressive items such as newspapers, leaflets, pamphlets, 
bumper stickers, patches and/or buttons. 

35. Nothing in these rules authorizes vending of personal services, whether free or for 
sale, including but not limited to boot camps, massage services, yoga, dog training, 
animal rides, petting zoos or sports/fitness classes. 

Fines & Violations 

36. Violations of these rules and regulations shall be punishable as non-criminal fines 
under the City's Administrative Citation Enforcement (ACE) pursuant to Los 
Angeles Municipal Code Section 42,13D. 
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37. The Department of Recreation and Parks reserves the right to amend, change or 
alter any of these rules in conformance with local and state law at any time and as 
needed.

Field Updates 

* Permanent Supportive Housing in Echo Park 

Permanent Supportive Housing proposal for the City owned properties at 1140-1152 
Glendale Blvd. The City of LA through their "Asset Evaluation Framework" did an 
exhaustive citywide audit of City owned parcels and parking lots. As a result, a number of 
parcels in CD 13 were identified as potential Supportive Housing and Bridge Housing sites. 
All of the City owned parking lots in Echo Park, including the Glendale parcels currently 
utilized as an outdoor recreation area by El Centro Del Pueblo i'ECDP) were included. The 
Councilmember asked that the parcel immediately adjacent to the (ECDP) facility be 
removed from consideration, and rather put the focus on the Glendale lots which allow for 
much higher density and displace minimal parking. 

Any lost uses in the recreation space could be relocated onsite in the new development or 
nearby. 

An open house was held In December 2018 which allowed stakeholders an opportunity to 
meet with providers operators the Planning and Housing Department as well as The 
United Way. input from the community is critical on identifying priorities for this proposal. 

A Task Order Solicitation (TOS) for the pre-design services and NTP (Notice to proceed) 
has been issued to prepare a DRAFT report on design options to show best uses of the 
site. There will be more information to share in the summer of 2019

• Safe Parking 

Our office is working with the office of Mayor Garcetti, LA Public Library, and Los Angeles 
Homeless Services Authority (LAHSA), are working to bring safe parking to Edendale 
Library. About 30% of people experiencing homelessness in LA City live out of their 
vehicle. The safe parking program is geared toward helping those currently looking for 
housing with a safe place to park at night. Most parking patrons are employed or 
under/recently unemployed. The program will have security on site and all patrons are 
thoroughly screened and vetted 

This location has been granted funding through LAHSA, it is currently going through the 
process of identifying a service provider. A follow up community meeting will be scheduled 
once more information is available to share. 

• Rampart - A location within Rampart is being considered to Pilot a Safe Parking 
Program for individuals who are currently living in RVs. 


• Laundry Services Partnership 



Our office is working with Aroma Laundry and the Edendale Library to cover the cost of 
providing Washing and Drying laundry services to those experiencing homelessnes. Those 
participating in the Source Program can get a voucher at the library for detergent, 1 Wash 
and 1 Dry at Aroma Laundry in Echo Park, 

• Rampart - Our office currently looking at partnership with a laundry provider to 
expand the program. 

• Mobile Pit Stop and Safe Needle Drop Off 

Our office worked with the Board of Public Works.to extend the mobile pit stop program 
with 2 new locations for a total of 4 locations within the district.The mobile pit stop provides 
restrooms, a wash station, and a bin for needles to be safely disposed. The restrooms are 
available 7 days a week for 12 hours a day to anyone that wants to access a safe clean 
restroom. The needle bins have kept over 1000 needles from ending up on the streets. 

• Echo Park - Alvarado and the 101 Freeway 

• Rampart - Oakwood and Madison. They are scheduled for installation in May. 

Around the Community 

• Sunset Blvd Hillside Slope Stability Project 

As part of the City’s Hillside Slope Stability Program, our office worked with the Bureau Of 
Engineering to conduct a street investigation which indicated that a portion of the Sunset 
Boulevard between Coronado Terrace and Waterloo Street experiences, erosion during the 
rainy seasons. The erosion causes hazardous driving and pedestrian conditions due to wet 
pavement. The project started the first of three phases to stabilize the hillside in September 
Of 2018. The stabilization work will include the construction of shotcrete walls and will 
secure the slopes from further erosion. PHOTO ATTACHED AT THE END OF REPORT 

• Sunset Signal Approvals 

Our office has been working with the community and the Department of Transportation 
(DOT) on approving new signals along Sunset. The following 2 signals have been 
approved along Sunset Blvd 

• Portia - Full Signal - Installation is scheduled to begin in the Fall of 2019 

• Echo Park Aye - Left Turn Signal 

• Baxter Hill Safety Improvements 

Our office worked with LADOT and residents to address the safety concerns along Baxter 
St between Alvarado Blvd. and Lake Shore Ave. DOT will continue to monitor the new 
changes. Residents and LAPD report that the changes have improved the quality of life and 
safety for neighbors.

• Asking DOT for“No Left Turn” from Portia to Sunset Blvd after certain games to help 
avoid the back up of traffic to residential neighborhoods.

Councilman O'Farrell worked on a “Special Event" Ordinance to allow for “game day" 
parking restrictions in the neighborhoods surrounding Dodger Stadium The special event 
parking was installed in for the 2016 Season.

• We anticipate breaking ground in 2019.The skatepark will be located where the old 
swimming pool is next, to Echo Park Rec Center.The design for the Echo Park Skate 
Park is based on merging the ideas from previous concepts in order to have an open 
bowl format. It will include hipped quarter pipes and banks, three and five stair sets, 
multiple bump to ledges, rails, manual pad and ledge combo, a china bank, h.ubba 
ledge and outledges, and a mini bowl with extension. The size and features are 
geared towards beginners and intermediate skaters. We will inform, the community 
of the groundbreaking event once we confirm a date. If you would like more 
information on the design of the skate park stop by our district office.

Metro Bike share was added to Echo Park Lake in October 2017 with great 
community support. We are currently working with Metro to expand the bike program 
with 5 additional stations throughout Echo Park and many more throughout the 
district. 

• Echo Park Lake Mile Markers 

Our office is in discussions with RAP to add Mile Markers around Echo Park Lake. 

• Lower Echo Park Improvements 

Our office is working with Council District 1 to improve the restrooms, add lighting, 
security cameras, and fencing along the Tennis Courts and Baseball Fields. 
Councilmember O’Farrell has identified $400,000 for these improvements. 



Blue LA 

BlueLA has partnered up with DOT to provide a Car Sharing Service in the City of Los 
Angeles ; including Westlake, Rampart, Koreatown and Echo Park. This is a pilot to bring 
electric vehicle car sharing to low-income areas in City of Los Angeles.

Pedestrian Safety 

Our office is currently working with the Department of Transportation (DOT), Bureau of Street 
Services (BSS), and the Bureau of Engineering (BOE) on several pedestrians safety 
improvements along Temple St, Beverly Blvd, and 3rd St. Over 2 million dollars have been 
identified and all projects are currently active. 

3rd Street Safety Improvements 

Councilmember O'Farrell identified $420,000 for the design, engineering, and construction 
of various pedestrian safety improvements along 3rd St between Lucas and Alvarado Blvd 
as well as the surrounding residential streets. Our office is working with the Department of 
Transportation and Vision Zero on how to best increase Pedestrian Safety. Improvements; 
are expected to break ground starting in Spring 2019 

HiFi Eastern Gateway 

Councilmember O'Farrell has committed $152,000 to help with the design, fabrication, 
permitting, and installation of a cultural gateway marker on the Eastern end of Historic 
Filipinotown along Glendale Blvd and Temple St. Our office is currently working community 
stakeholders to get input on artistic design.

Speed Hump Program

Safe Sidewalks LA 



Due to the significant number of applications, the City's Sidewalk Rebate Program is no longer 
accepting new applications. The Rebate Program was established as a limited program and' is 
currently out of funds so no rebates are no longer available.

Echo Park Permanent Supportive Housing 

1140- 1152 N Glendale Blvd and 1149-1155 N. Lemoyne St. 

Council File Number 12-1549-SI 0 

These city-owned parking lots located at 114Q -1152 N Glendale Blvd and 1149 - 1155 N. Lemoyne St. 
are being considered for the development of supportive housing . The City is in a well documented housing 
crisis resulting in displacement and an increase of homelessness. To address the issue, lawmakers are 
aggressively looking to resolve this crisis by identifying city-owned properties that can be redeveloped to 
provide housing for the homeless. As part of the Mayors Comprehensive Homeless Strategy (CHS), the 
City Administrative Officer (CAO) was tasked with identifying and evaluating all city-owned properties. A 
list of locations that could be used for affordable housing is listed in the City-Owned Surplus Property 
Report. (Please see Attachment I: Sites with Potential Use as Housing , Intenm Housing or Navigation 
Center) 

The City reviewed 700 sites which included city-owned surplus property, property owned by other public 
agencies, privately owned, and city-owned parking lots. Of these 7Q0 sites reviewed, 10 were within CD 13, 

Two sites were initially identified for housing, one site for Bridge Housing and another for Supportive 
Housing. 

1. 1533 Schrader Blvd (City Parking Lot 649) in Hollywood - This site was approved in September 
2018 for a temporary bridge housing facility, and opened to residents in March 2019. The facility 
houses 72 adult men and women at any given time. On-site services include security, hygiene and 
laundry facilities, pet area, common space, case management, and health and wellness programs.. 

Z, 1140 - 1152 N Glendale Blvd (City Parking Lot 676) - The site is being considered for Supportive 
Housing; with services to assist formerly homeless individuals. Supportive Housing has a retention 
rate above 90% and is one of the most effective ways to help end chronic homelessness in a cost - 
efficient manner (CHS - 7.3) 

The configuration of the proposed project has not been determined. Please refer to the Task Order 
Solicitation for the site footprint (attached). The entire site is being reviewed to maximize the overall 
community needs.

In order to maintain the economic viability of Echo Park's commercial district and parking meter income, the 
City requires that LADOT public parking lots be fully replaced on site if there is a change of use or 
additional uses added to the site. In this case, the change of use would be an affordable housing 
development. 

The Zoning for LADOT Lots 643,662, and 663, which cumulatively have 163 parking spaces, are all subject 
to height limitations imposed by 1VL (45 feet) height limitations. 

Lot 676 where the project is being proposed, is subject to the 1L (75 feet) height limitation and has the least 
amount of parking spaces that would need to be replaced (9). 

This project falls under the TOC Guidelines ( Zimas TOC FAQs) which allows increases in height depending 
on adjacency to transit. 

The project would need to be in compliance with the Echo Park Community Design Overlay 

Anecdotally, the cost to redevelop parking lots is significant. The estimates are upwards of $50,000 per 
parking space for subterranean parking. At our recent community tour of the Mosaic Gardens at Westlake , 
the cost for their parking came out to about S100K per space. There are many factors that would determine 
the ultimate cost to replace the parking spaces, below is a rough estimate of how much it would cost to 
replace the parking for each lot given those two pricing points.

INTRODUCTION

Two of the parcels (13,422 SF) are zoned C2-1L-CDO, and the other two. parcels (14,003 SF) are 
zoned R4-1VL-CDO. The property, just south of Sunset* fronts both Glendale Blvd and Lemoyne St and as 
such is considered a through lot. The entire property has a land use designation of Community 
Commercial in the Silver Lake-Echo Park- Elysian Valley Community Plan 

PROJECT DESCRIPTION - ECHO PARK SUPPORTIVE HOUSING 


Although the playground and community sports center will no longer be the central programmatic 
element of the property, the City desires to provide amenities that will meet existing community needs. 
Currently the recreation area provides access for participants of a local recreational program to the

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following facilities: A full-size basketball court, a full-size volleyball court, two American (three-wall) 
handball courts, and outdoor open space. A successful design will bridge the intent to provide the 
maximum allowable number of affordable dwelling units while creating similar but re-envisioned 
amenities that will be available to both the participants of the local recreational program and also to the 
public. This design exercise will include replacement public parking spaces for the existing nine spaces 
on site. 

The Planning Department conducted an initial planning analysis to determine the total number of "By 
Right" units allowed and the possible increased unit count via entitlements. The total area analyzed by 
Planning was approximately 29,508 SF which included half of the abutting alley for that portion of the 
site. This area would allow for 74 by-right unitsy consistent with the C2-1L and R4-1VI. zones which both 
allow one unit per 400 square feet of lot area. Additionally, the C2-1L lots are limited to 75 feet and a 
1.5:1 Floor Area Ratio (FAR); while the portions of R4-1VL lots are limited to 45' and 3:1 FAR. 

With the use of the entitlement process, there are various pathways to an increased unit count. One 
such available path is the use of the Transit Oriented Communities Affordable Housing Incentive 
Guidelines (TOC Guidelines). Per the TOC Guidelines, a preliminary review indicates the property is 75Q 
feet or less from a major transit stop and is considered Tier 3. At Tier 3, the TOC program would allow 
for a 70% density bonus and a 50% increase in floor area or at least a 3.75 FAR increase in the C2 lots, 
allowing for an overall total of 126 dwelling units. The TOC Guidelines require a minimum of 10% of the 
total units be set aside for Extremely Low-Income households, 14% for Very Low-Income or 23% for 
Low-Income households (13 units, 18 units, and 29 units respectively). 

If the^development consists of 100% of affordable housing, it could qualify for a tier bump increasing the 
incentives from a Tier 3 to Tier 4. If such is the case, the density bonus would be of 80% and a 55% 
increase in floor area or at least a 4.25 FAR increase in the C2 lots. Also, no parking would be required by 
Planning for the residential units. A Tier 4 development would allow for the overall development of 134 
total units. 

A secondary entitlement pathway is the "On-Menu" options in the Affordable Housing Incentives 
Guidelines. The approximately 29,508 SF area would allow a maximum density of 100 units, which 
includes the 35% density increase allowed per the Density Bonus program. The density bonus base 
density for the project site is 74 units after rounding up from the by right density number of 73.77. If the 
project sets aside 11% of the base units as affordable (8 Very Low-Income units), the project qualifies for 
two incentives from the list of on-menu incentives. If the project sets aside 15% of the base units as 
affordable (11 Very Low-Income units), then the project qualifies for three incentives from the on-menu 
incentives list. 

The tertiary entitlement pathway is the use of an "Off-Menu" Density Bonus and a Conditional Use to 
Exceed Density would allow the project to request more than three incentives and/or a request for a 
waiver of a development standard. A waiver of development standards can be used to exceed a 
development requirement. For example, a waiver can be an increase in lot coverage beyond what is! 
allowed as an on-menu incentive. A Conditional Use Permit (12.24.U26) allows a project to request a 
Density Bonus with an increase in density greater than the maximum permitted in Section 12.22.A.25.

Apartment and House Hunter’s Checklist 

Before y ou start, looking lor a place, got organized and decide: 1) how much you can afford to pay, 2) what your space and 
liwng needs are. 3) how long you plan on staying* and 4) what sort of area \ ou want to live m. 

When \ ou find a potential unit he sure that the answers to these questions are covered in or added to your rental 
agreement. And don't leave without a copy of any amendments -if s worth a detour to the local copy center, 

1. When is the unit available? If the move-in dale is impractical for you, ask if it's negotiable so that you don't pay for 
unoccupied time. Is the apartment currently occupied? Is the lease agreement month-to-month or year-to-year? 

2. How much are rent and deposit fees. and. when is rent due? If mailed, does the rent need to be received or postmarked by the 
due date'-' 

3. Is there a grace period after the monthly rental due date? When is your payment considered late, mid is there a penalty charge 
for late payment? 

4. What are the terms for renewing the lease? Can you move into an apartment you like better if one becomes \ acant? What are 
the conditions if you have to move before the lease expires? 

5. Are pets allowed? 

6. Are any utilities included in your agreement? 

7; Are you allowed to have roommates? What is the policy on subletting? 

8, Can you paint the walls or make other decorating changes? 

9, Will you be responsible for any property maintenance? Is there an office onsite, or a 24-hour phone number in case of an 
emergency? 

10, Is the unit a legaL dwelling? 


Application Screening Fee 

A landlord can charge you an application screening fee to cover his/her out-of-pocket expenses for obtaining and 
processing your application. The application fee cannot be more, than the landlord's actual out-of-pocket costs, and 
effective in 2012, can never be more than $44.51. The landlord must give you an itemized receipt showing his/her 
expenses and must return any unused portion of the fee (for example, if the landlord did not check your references).

Get all Promises in Writing 

Whatever promises the landlord makes, you should be aware that it is very common for vague, oral agreements to lead to 
misunderstanding, bitterness, and financial loss. The time to protect yourself is now . Get all promises in writing. Make 
two copies, one for the landlord and one for your own file. 


The Landlord-Tenant Checklist 

Another good self-protection de\ise for both landlords and tenants involves taking an inventory of the condition of the 
premises at the time you mo\e in. and then again when you move out. This means no more than making a brief written 
record of the condition of each room and having it signed by you-and your landlord. Not only does the inventory give 
both an accurate record of the condition of the unit, but the act of making it provides a framework for communication and 
the resolution of potential disputes about security deposits when you move out. Contact the Housing Rights Center to 
recei\ e a sample checklist. It is also a good idea to take pictures of your unit when you move in and mov e out

Keep in mind that LADOT has requested that any public parking at DOT Lots be fully replaced on site if there is a change of use. In this case it would be a 
housing development 

DOT Lots #643, #662, and #663 are all subject to height limitations imposed by zoning. DOT Lot #676 is not subject to that height limitation and has the 
least amount of parking spaces the would need to be replaced. 

There are no cost for the project as we not that far in the process. To add to what Christine said about replacing the parking and its cost, I was in informed by 
the department that they generally estimate about $50K/Parking Space when adding sub-terrain parking. Again there are many factors that would determine 
the ultimate number, but you can get a rough estimate of how much more it would be to replace the parking alone. 

The footprint of the proposed project has not been determined, please see the Lot Description Sheet that was handed out for more details below. 

The determination regarding impact on the playground area has not been made. As Christine mentioned. The discussions have always been to provide a "no 
net loss" of uses. The site is being looked at as a whole to reconfigure the uses, and to maximize the site for the necessary housing and services. I attached the 
report I handed out at the Open House with updates on the additional recreation we are working on in the area you mentioned on the call. 

As part 
of the Mayors Comprehensive Homeless Strategy, the City Administrative Officer (CAO) was tasked with assessing and evaluating the 428 City owned 
properties to see which ones could be used for affordable housing.

Hi all. I am out of the country until late next week. Juan is correct, this is something best addressed by the CAO and 
Mayors office in regards to the overall process of assets available and general costs. Blair Miller in the CAO’s office, 
who you met with at our office, offered in that meeting to attend community meetings. She however needs time to get 
on her schedule, and authorization from her supervisor, as unlike Juan and I, she's not Council staff, and on call, 24/7 

Anyway, Blair has all of the asset reports broken down by Council District. I can tell you anecdotally, that the lots 

between Echo Park Ave. and Lemoyne, to develop would cost significantly more as the height limit is 45 ft and would 
require subter parking which raises construction costs significantly, and would deliver less units, and die costs of 
replacement parking are significant as well should the lots be developed. 

The conversation to date with ECDP has been to provide a "no net loss" of uses, for the center. The site would be looked at 
as a whole to reconfigure the uses, and to maximize the site for the necessary housing and services. That is why the 
open house was so important to gather feedback on what the priorities are from the immediate and overall community. 
We got very good feedback that will help inform the RFP.

• Permanent Supportive Housing in Echo Park 

Permanent Supportive Housing proposal for the City owned properties at 1140-1152 
Glendale Blvd. The City of LA through their "Asset Evaluation Framework" did an exhaustive 
citywide audit of City owned parcels and parking lots. As a result, a number of parcels in CD 
13 were identified as potential Supportive Housing and Bridge Housing sites. All of the City 
owned parking lots in Echo Park, including the Glendale parcels currently utilized as an 
outdoor recreation area by El Centro Del Pueblo (ECDP) were included. The 
Councilmember asked that the parcel immediately adjacent to the (ECDP) facility be 
removed from consideration, and rather put the focus on the Glendale lots which allow for 
much higher density and displace minimal parking. Any lost uses in the recreation space 
could be relocated onsite in the new development or nearby, A Open House was held which 
allowed stakeholders an opportunity to meet with providers, operators, the Planning and 
Housing Department as well as The United Way. Input from the community is critical on 
identifying priorities for this proposal. Please reach out to our office if you would like to 
provide some feedback. 

• Safe Parking 

Our office is currently working with the office of Mayor Garcetti, LA Public Library, and Los 
Angeles Homeless Services Authority (LAHSA), are working to bring safe parking to 
Edendale Library. About 30% of people experiencing homelessness in LA City live out of 
their vehicle. The safe parking program is geared toward helping those currently looking for 
housing with a safe place to park at night. Most parking patrons are employed or 
under/recently unemployed. The program will have security on site and all patrons are 
thoroughly screened and vetted. A follow up community meeting will be scheduled for 
February 2019, 

• Mobile Pit Stop and Safe Needle Drop Off 

We have extended the the porta potty and safe needle drop off program at Alvarado and the 
101 Freeway. Our office, the Board of Public Works, and Five Keys will continue to provide 
restrooms and a safe place for the homeless The restrooms are available 7 days a week 
from 7am - 7pm to anyone that wants to access a safe clean restroom. The needle drop off 
has helped keep over 1000 needles off the streets.

• We anticipate breaking ground in 2019.The skatepark will be located where the old 
swimming pool is next to Echo Park Rec Center.The design for the Echo Park Skate 
Park is based on merging the ideas from previous concepts in order to have an open 
bowl format.

• Rampart - Our office currently looking at partnership with a laundry provider to 
expand the program. 

• Mobile Pit Stop and Safe Needle Drop Off 

Our office worked with the Board of Public Works.to extend the mobile pit stop program 
with 2 new locations for a total of 4 locations within the district.The mobile pit stop provides 
restrooms, a wash station, and a bin for needles to be safely disposed. The restrooms are 
available 7 days a week for 12 hours a day to anyone that wants to access a safe clean 
restroom. The needle bins have kept over 1000 needles from ending up on the streets.

As part of the City’s Hillside Slope Stability Program, our office worked with the Bureau Of 
Engineering to conduct a street investigation which indicated that a portion of the Sunset 
Boulevard between Coronado Terrace and Waterloo Street experiences, erosion during the 
rainy seasons. The erosion causes hazardous driving and pedestrian conditions due to wet 
pavement. The project started the first of three phases to stabilize the hillside in September 
Of 2018. The stabilization work will include the construction of shotcrete walls and will 
secure the slopes from further erosion.

Echo Park Permanent Supportive Housing 

1140- 1152 N Glendale Blvd and 1149-1155 N. Lemoyne St. 

Council File Number 12-1549-SI 0 

These city-owned parking lots located at 114Q -1152 N Glendale Blvd and 1149 - 1155 N. Lemoyne St. 
are being considered for the development of supportive housing . The City is in a well documented housing 
crisis resulting in displacement and an increase of homelessness. To address the issue, lawmakers are 
aggressively looking to resolve this crisis by identifying city-owned properties that can be redeveloped to 
provide housing for the homeless. As part of the Mayors Comprehensive Homeless Strategy (CHS), the 
City Administrative Officer (CAO) was tasked with identifying and evaluating all city-owned properties. A 
list of locations that could be used for affordable housing is listed in the City-Owned Surplus Property 
Report. (Please see Attachment I: Sites with Potential Use as Housing , Intenm Housing or Navigation 
Center) 

The City reviewed 700 sites which included city-owned surplus property, property owned by other public 
agencies, privately owned, and city-owned parking lots. Of these 7Q0 sites reviewed, 10 were within CD 13, 

Two sites were initially identified for housing, one site for Bridge Housing and another for Supportive 
Housing. 

1. 1533 Schrader Blvd (City Parking Lot 649) in Hollywood - This site was approved in September 
2018 for a temporary bridge housing facility, and opened to residents in March 2019. The facility 
houses 72 adult men and women at any given time. On-site services include security, hygiene and 
laundry facilities, pet area, common space, case management, and health and wellness programs.. 

Z, 1140 -1152 N Glendale Blvd (City Parking Lot 676) - The site is being considered for Supportive 
Housing; with services to assist formerly homeless individuals. Supportive Housing has a retention 
rate above 90% and is one of the most effective ways to help end chronic homelessness in a cost - 
efficient manner (CHS - 7.3) 

The configuration of the proposed project has not been determined. Please refer to the Task Order 
Solicitation for the site footprint (attached). The entire site is being reviewed to maximize the overall 
community needs.

In order to maintain the economic viability of Echo Park's commercial district and parking meter income, the 
City requires that LADOT public parking lots be fully replaced on site if there is a change of use or 
additional uses added to the site. In this case, the change of use would be an affordable housing 
development. 

The Zoning for LADOT Lots 643,662, and 663, which cumulatively have 163 parking spaces, are all subject 
to height limitations imposed by 1VL (45 feet) height limitations. 

Lot 676 where the project is being proposed, is subject to the 1L (75 feet) height limitation and has the least 
amount of parking spaces that would need to be replaced (9). 

This project falls under the TOC Guidelines ( Zimas TOC FAQs) which allows increases in height depending 
on adjacency to transit. 

The project would need to be in compliance with the Echo Park Community Design Overlay 

Anecdotally, the cost to redevelop parking lots is significant. The estimates are upwards of $50,000 per 
parking space for subterranean parking. At our recent community tour of the Mosaic Gardens at Westlake , 
the cost for their parking came out to about S100K per space. There are many factors that would determine 
the ultimate cost to replace the parking spaces, below is a rough estimate of how much it would cost to 
replace the parking for each lot given those two pricing points.

INTRODUCTION 


The City of Los Angeles is seeking an Architectural Consultant ("the Consultant"), that specializes in 
Affordable Multi-Family Housing, to provide Pre-Design services and Design Concept Options for a 
potential new Multi-Family Housing project ("the Project"), located at 114Q-1146 Glendale Blvd, Los 
Angeles, CA 90026 ("the Property"). The Consultant will provide architectural and engineering services/ 
as specified in this Task Order Solicitation (TOS). This TOS provides a background and description of the 
project, the desired scope, planning considerations, proposed schedule, fees and other pertinent 
proposal requirements. 

BACKGROUND 

The 27,424 SF Property currently accommodates two uses; the first is a nine-stall metered parking lot 
operated by the Los Angeles Department of Transportation (LADOT Lot U 676 at 1146 Glendale Blvd), 
and the remainder of the property, with addresses on Glendale and Lemoyne, is occupied by a 
playground and community sports center. Built in 2000 the playground and community sports center is 
operated on a mcmth-to-month lease by El Centro del Pueblo, a nonprofit organization established in 
1974 to help mitigate the effects of gang violence on Los Angeles youth and families. 

Comprised of four parcels, the Property is recorded under two parcel numbers, 5404-016-901 and 5404- 
016-900. Two of the parcels (13,422 SF) are zoned C2-1L-CDO, and the other two. parcels (14,003 SF) are 
zoned R4-1VL-CDO. The property, just south of Sunset* fronts both Glendale Blvd and Lemoyne St and as 
such is considered a through lot. The entire property has a land use designation of Community 
Commercial in the Silver Lake-Echo Park- Elysian Valley Community Plan 

PROJECT DESCRIPTION - ECHO PARK SUPPORTIVE HOUSING 


Although the playground and community sports center will no longer be the central programmatic 
element of the property, the City desires to provide amenities that will meet existing community needs. 
Currently the recreation area provides access for participants of a local recreational program to the 
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following facilities: A full-size basketball court, a full-size volleyball court, two American (three-wall) 
handball courts, and outdoor open space. A successful design will bridge the intent to provide the 
maximum allowable number of affordable dwelling units while creating similar but re-envisioned 
amenities that will be available to both the participants of the local recreational program and also to the 
public. This design exercise will include replacement public parking spaces for the existing nine spaces 
on site. 

The Planning Department conducted an initial planning analysis to determine the total number of "By 
Right" units allowed and the possible increased unit count via entitlements. The total area analyzed by 
Planning was approximately 29,508 SF which included half of the abutting alley for that portion of the 
site. This area would allow for 74 by-right unitsy consistent with the C2-1L and R4-1VI. zones which both 
allow one unit per 400 square feet of lot area. Additionally, the C2-1L lots are limited to 75 feet and a 
1.5:1 Floor Area Ratio (FAR); while the portions of R4-1VL lots are limited to 45' and 3:1 FAR. 

With the use of the entitlement process, there are various pathways to an increased unit count. One 
such available path is the use of the Transit Oriented Communities Affordable Housing Incentive 
Guidelines (TOC Guidelines). Per the TOC Guidelines, a preliminary review indicates the property is 75Q 
feet or less from a major transit stop and is considered Tier 3. At Tier 3, the TOC program would allow 
for a 70% density bonus and a 50% increase in floor area or at least a 3.75 FAR increase in the C2 lots, 
allowing for an overall total of 126 dwelling units. The TOC Guidelines require a minimum of 10% of the 
total units be set aside for Extremely Low-Income households, 14% for Very Low-Income or 23% for 
Low-Income households (13 units, 18 units, and 29 units respectively). 

If the^development consists of 100% of affordable housing, it could qualify for a tier bump increasing the 
incentives from a Tier 3 to Tier 4. If such is the case, the density bonus would be of 80% and a 55% 
increase in floor area or at least a 4.25 FAR increase in the C2 lots. Also, no parking would be required by 
Planning for the residential units. A Tier 4 development would allow for the overall development of 134 
total units. 

A secondary entitlement pathway is the "On-Menu" options in the Affordable Housing Incentives 
Guidelines. The approximately 29,508 SF area would allow a maximum density of 100 units, which 
includes the 35% density increase allowed per the Density Bonus program. The density bonus base 
density for the project site is 74 units after rounding up from the by right density number of 73.77. If the 
project sets aside 11% of the base units as affordable (8 Very Low-Income units), the project qualifies for 
two incentives from the list of on-menu incentives. If the project sets aside 15% of the base units as 
affordable (11 Very Low-Income units), then the project qualifies for three incentives from the on-menu 
incentives list. 

The tertiary entitlement pathway is the use of an "Off-Menu" Density Bonus and a Conditional Use to 
Exceed Density would allow the project to request more than three incentives and/or a request for a 
waiver of a development standard. A waiver of development standards can be used to exceed a 
development requirement. For example, a waiver can be an increase in lot coverage beyond what is! 
allowed as an on-menu incentive. A Conditional Use Permit (12.24.U26) allows a project to request a 
Density Bonus with an increase in density greater than the maximum permitted in Section 12.22.A.25.

Field Updates 

* Permanent Supportive Housing in Echo Park 

Permanent Supportive Housing proposal for the City owned properties at 1140-1152 
Glendale Blvd. The City of LA through their "Asset Evaluation Framework" did an 
exhaustive citywide audit of City owned parcels and parking lots. As a result, a number of 
parcels in CD 13 were identified as potential Supportive Housing and Bridge Housing sites. 
All of the City owned parking lots in Echo Park, including the Glendale parcels currently 
utilized as an outdoor recreation area by El Centro Del Pueblo i'ECDP) were included. The 
Councilmember asked that the parcel immediately adjacent to the (ECDP) facility be 
removed from consideration, and rather put the focus on the Glendale lots which allow for 
much higher density and displace minimal parking. 

Any lost uses in the recreation space could be relocated onsite in the new development or 
nearby. 

An open house was held In December 2018 which allowed stakeholders an opportunity to 
meet with providers operators the Planning and Housing Department as well as The 
United Way. input from the community is critical on identifying priorities for this proposal. 

A Task Order Solicitation (TOS) for the pre-design services and NTP (Notice to proceed) 
has been issued to prepare a DRAFT report on design options to show best uses of the 
site. There will be more information to share in the summer of 2019

• Safe Parking 

Our office is working with the office of Mayor Garcetti, LA Public Library, and Los Angeles 
Homeless Services Authority (LAHSA), are working to bring safe parking to Edendale 
Library. About 30% of people experiencing homelessness in LA City live out of their 
vehicle. The safe parking program is geared toward helping those currently looking for 
housing with a safe place to park at night. Most parking patrons are employed or 
under/recently unemployed. The program will have security on site and all patrons are 
thoroughly screened and vetted 

This location has been granted funding through LAHSA, it is currently going through the 
process of identifying a service provider. A follow up community meeting will be scheduled 
once more information is available to share. 

• Rampart - A location within Rampart is being considered to Pilot a Safe Parking 
Program for individuals who are currently living in RVs. 


• Laundry Services Partnership 



Our office is working with Aroma Laundry and the Edendale Library to cover the cost of 
providing Washing and Drying laundry services to those experiencing homelessnes. Those 
participating in the Source Program can get a voucher at the library for detergent, 1 Wash 
and 1 Dry at Aroma Laundry in Echo Park, 

• Rampart - Our office currently looking at partnership with a laundry provider to 
expand the program. 

• Mobile Pit Stop and Safe Needle Drop Off 

Our office worked with the Board of Public Works.to extend the mobile pit stop program 
with 2 new locations for a total of 4 locations within the district.The mobile pit stop provides 
restrooms, a wash station, and a bin for needles to be safely disposed. The restrooms are 
available 7 days a week for 12 hours a day to anyone that wants to access a safe clean 
restroom. The needle bins have kept over 1000 needles from ending up on the streets. 

• Echo Park - Alvarado and the 101 Freeway 

• Rampart - Oakwood and Madison. They are scheduled for installation in May. 

Around the Community 

• Sunset Blvd Hillside Slope Stability Project 

As part of the City’s Hillside Slope Stability Program, our office worked with the Bureau Of 
Engineering to conduct a street investigation which indicated that a portion of the Sunset 
Boulevard between Coronado Terrace and Waterloo Street experiences, erosion during the 
rainy seasons. The erosion causes hazardous driving and pedestrian conditions due to wet 
pavement. The project started the first of three phases to stabilize the hillside in September 
Of 2018. The stabilization work will include the construction of shotcrete walls and will 
secure the slopes from further erosion. PHOTO ATTACHED AT THE END OF REPORT 

• Sunset Signal Approvals 

Our office has been working with the community and the Department of Transportation 
(DOT) on approving new signals along Sunset. The following 2 signals have been 
approved along Sunset Blvd 

• Portia - Full Signal - Installation is scheduled to begin in the Fall of 2019 

• Echo Park Aye - Left Turn Signal 

• Baxter Hill Safety Improvements 

Our office worked with LADOT and residents to address the safety concerns along Baxter 
St between Alvarado Blvd. and Lake Shore Ave. DOT will continue to monitor the new 
changes. Residents and LAPD report that the changes have improved the quality of life and 
safety for neighbors.

Our office is currently working with the Department of Transportation (DOT), Bureau of Street 
Services (BSS), and the Bureau of Engineering (BOE) on several pedestrians safety 
improvements along Temple St, Beverly Blvd, and 3rd St. Over 2 million dollars have been 
identified and all projects are currently active. 

3rd Street Safety Improvements 

Councilmember O'Farrell identified $420,000 for the design, engineering, and construction 
of various pedestrian safety improvements along 3rd St between Lucas and Alvarado Blvd 
as well as the surrounding residential streets. Our office is working with the Department of 
Transportation and Vision Zero on how to best increase Pedestrian Safety. Improvements; 
are expected to break ground starting in Spring 2019 

HiFi Eastern Gateway 

Councilmember O'Farrell has committed $152,000 to help with the design, fabrication, 
permitting, and installation of a cultural gateway marker on the Eastern end of Historic 
Filipinotown along Glendale Blvd and Temple St. Our office is currently working community 
stakeholders to get input on artistic design.

• Cost: Annual- $34/perm it/year Max 3, Visitors Pass - $22.50/permit/4 months 

• The estimated timeline for the department to process a request AFTER petitions are 
submitted is about 18 months. 

Home Sharing 

The ordinance will become effective on July 1,2019 and is for a host's primary residence only. 
Short -term Rental (STR) refers to any portion of a residential building that is designed or used for 
occupancy for fewer than 30 days per year. Please reach out to our office for more information on 
the ordinance. 



Echo Park Permanent Supportive Housing 

1140- 1152 N Glendale Blvd and 1149-1155 N. Lemoyne St. 

Council File Number 12-1549-SI 0 

These city-owned parking lots located at 114Q -1152 N Glendale Blvd and 1149 - 1155 N. Lemoyne St. 
are being considered for the development of supportive housing . The City is in a well documented housing 
crisis resulting in displacement and an increase of homelessness. To address the issue, lawmakers are 
aggressively looking to resolve this crisis by identifying city-owned properties that can be redeveloped to 
provide housing for the homeless. As part of the Mayors Comprehensive Homeless Strategy (CHS), the 
City Administrative Officer (CAO) was tasked with identifying and evaluating all city-owned properties. A 
list of locations that could be used for affordable housing is listed in the City-Owned Surplus Property 
Report. (Please see Attachment I: Sites with Potential Use as Housing , Intenm Housing or Navigation 
Center) 

The City reviewed 700 sites which included city-owned surplus property, property owned by other public 
agencies, privately owned, and city-owned parking lots. Of these 7Q0 sites reviewed, 10 were within CD 13, 

Two sites were initially identified for housing, one site for Bridge Housing and another for Supportive 
Housing. 

1. 1533 Schrader Blvd (City Parking Lot 649) in Hollywood - This site was approved in September 
2018 for a temporary bridge housing facility, and opened to residents in March 2019. The facility 
houses 72 adult men and women at any given time. On-site services include security, hygiene and 
laundry facilities, pet area, common space, case management, and health and wellness programs.. 

Z, 1140 -1152 N Glendale Blvd (City Parking Lot 676) - The site is being considered for Supportive 
Housing; with services to assist formerly homeless individuals. Supportive Housing has a retention 
rate above 90% and is one of the most effective ways to help end chronic homelessness in a cost - 
efficient manner (CHS - 7.3) 

The configuration of the proposed project has not been determined. Please refer to the Task Order 
Solicitation for the site footprint (attached). The entire site is being reviewed to maximize the overall 
community needs.

In order to maintain the economic viability of Echo Park's commercial district and parking meter income, the 
City requires that LADOT public parking lots be fully replaced on site if there is a change of use or 
additional uses added to the site. In this case, the change of use would be an affordable housing 
development. 

The Zoning for LADOT Lots 643,662, and 663, which cumulatively have 163 parking spaces, are all subject 
to height limitations imposed by 1VL (45 feet) height limitations. 

Lot 676 where the project is being proposed, is subject to the 1L (75 feet) height limitation and has the least 
amount of parking spaces that would need to be replaced (9). 

This project falls under the TOC Guidelines ( Zimas TOC FAQs) which allows increases in height depending 
on adjacency to transit. 

The project would need to be in compliance with the Echo Park Community Design Overlay 

Anecdotally, the cost to redevelop parking lots is significant. The estimates are upwards of $50,000 per 
parking space for subterranean parking. At our recent community tour of the Mosaic Gardens at Westlake , 
the cost for their parking came out to about S100K per space. There are many factors that would determine 
the ultimate cost to replace the parking spaces, below is a rough estimate of how much it would cost to 
replace the parking for each lot given those two pricing points.

The City continues to look at the use of any other City owned lots in addition to Lot 676. There are 
options that could be explored through the CHS Report (Chapter - 8) in the future as the need is greater 
than the supply. 

The City held a Community Open House in December of 2018 in which the community was able to discuss 
with the various departments any questions or concerns as well as provide input. Below is some of the 
valuable feedback the City received at the Community Open House: 

• A desire for the project to be 100 % affordable

INTRODUCTION 


The City of Los Angeles is seeking an Architectural Consultant ("the Consultant"), that specializes in 
Affordable Multi-Family Housing, to provide Pre-Design services and Design Concept Options for a 
potential new Multi-Family Housing project ("the Project"), located at 114Q-1146 Glendale Blvd, Los 
Angeles, CA 90026 ("the Property"). The Consultant will provide architectural and engineering services/ 
as specified in this Task Order Solicitation (TOS). This TOS provides a background and description of the 
project, the desired scope, planning considerations, proposed schedule, fees and other pertinent 
proposal requirements. 

BACKGROUND 

The 27,424 SF Property currently accommodates two uses; the first is a nine-stall metered parking lot 
operated by the Los Angeles Department of Transportation (LADOT Lot U 676 at 1146 Glendale Blvd), 
and the remainder of the property, with addresses on Glendale and Lemoyne, is occupied by a 
playground and community sports center. Built in 2000 the playground and community sports center is 
operated on a mcmth-to-month lease by El Centro del Pueblo, a nonprofit organization established in 
1974 to help mitigate the effects of gang violence on Los Angeles youth and families. 

Comprised of four parcels, the Property is recorded under two parcel numbers, 5404-016-901 and 5404- 
016-900. Two of the parcels (13,422 SF) are zoned C2-1L-CDO, and the other two. parcels (14,003 SF) are 
zoned R4-1VL-CDO. The property, just south of Sunset* fronts both Glendale Blvd and Lemoyne St and as 
such is considered a through lot. The entire property has a land use designation of Community 
Commercial in the Silver Lake-Echo Park- Elysian Valley Community Plan 

PROJECT DESCRIPTION - ECHO PARK SUPPORTIVE HOUSING 


Although the playground and community sports center will no longer be the central programmatic 
element of the property, the City desires to provide amenities that will meet existing community needs. 
Currently the recreation area provides access for participants of a local recreational program to the

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following facilities: A full-size basketball court, a full-size volleyball court, two American (three-wall) 
handball courts, and outdoor open space. A successful design will bridge the intent to provide the 
maximum allowable number of affordable dwelling units while creating similar but re-envisioned 
amenities that will be available to both the participants of the local recreational program and also to the 
public. This design exercise will include replacement public parking spaces for the existing nine spaces 
on site. 

The Planning Department conducted an initial planning analysis to determine the total number of "By 
Right" units allowed and the possible increased unit count via entitlements. The total area analyzed by 
Planning was approximately 29,508 SF which included half of the abutting alley for that portion of the 
site. This area would allow for 74 by-right unitsy consistent with the C2-1L and R4-1VI. zones which both 
allow one unit per 400 square feet of lot area. Additionally, the C2-1L lots are limited to 75 feet and a 
1.5:1 Floor Area Ratio (FAR); while the portions of R4-1VL lots are limited to 45' and 3:1 FAR. 

With the use of the entitlement process, there are various pathways to an increased unit count. One 
such available path is the use of the Transit Oriented Communities Affordable Housing Incentive 
Guidelines (TOC Guidelines). Per the TOC Guidelines, a preliminary review indicates the property is 75Q 
feet or less from a major transit stop and is considered Tier 3. At Tier 3, the TOC program would allow 
for a 70% density bonus and a 50% increase in floor area or at least a 3.75 FAR increase in the C2 lots, 
allowing for an overall total of 126 dwelling units. The TOC Guidelines require a minimum of 10% of the 
total units be set aside for Extremely Low-Income households, 14% for Very Low-Income or 23% for 
Low-Income households (13 units, 18 units, and 29 units respectively). 

If the^development consists of 100% of affordable housing, it could qualify for a tier bump increasing the 
incentives from a Tier 3 to Tier 4. If such is the case, the density bonus would be of 80% and a 55% 
increase in floor area or at least a 4.25 FAR increase in the C2 lots. Also, no parking would be required by 
Planning for the residential units. A Tier 4 development would allow for the overall development of 134 
total units. 

A secondary entitlement pathway is the "On-Menu" options in the Affordable Housing Incentives 
Guidelines. The approximately 29,508 SF area would allow a maximum density of 100 units, which 
includes the 35% density increase allowed per the Density Bonus program. The density bonus base 
density for the project site is 74 units after rounding up from the by right density number of 73.77. If the 
project sets aside 11% of the base units as affordable (8 Very Low-Income units), the project qualifies for 
two incentives from the list of on-menu incentives. If the project sets aside 15% of the base units as 
affordable (11 Very Low-Income units), then the project qualifies for three incentives from the on-menu 
incentives list. 

The tertiary entitlement pathway is the use of an "Off-Menu" Density Bonus and a Conditional Use to 
Exceed Density would allow the project to request more than three incentives and/or a request for a 
waiver of a development standard. A waiver of development standards can be used to exceed a 
development requirement. For example, a waiver can be an increase in lot coverage beyond what is! 
allowed as an on-menu incentive. A Conditional Use Permit (12.24.U26) allows a project to request a 
Density Bonus with an increase in density greater than the maximum permitted in Section 12.22.A.25.
